These papyri comprise not merely religious documents common to most collections, 
but early literary and legal papyri, a geographical papyrus, and other rare kinds. They 
date from the Middle Kingdom period, about 2500 b.c., and extend to Arab times. 

Hieroglyphic, Hieratic, and Demotic writing, as well as Greek, Coptic and Arabic, are 
represented in this rich collection. It will interest readers of Mr. Flinders Petrie’s 
‘‘Egyptian Tales ” to find the beginnings of two of the tales in the fragmentary papyri 
of the Amherst collection with which Mr. Newberry opens his account. Extremely 
interesting is the fifth of the series, which deals with the great harem conspiracy 
against Ramses III, of which two other documents, at Turin and Paris, give us 
information. Another great trial, dealing with sacrilegious thieves, about 1100 b.c., 
forms the subject of the sixth papyrus. As Mr. Newberry remarks, the Amherst 
Papyri are of great importance as completing fragments in other collections, or as 
being complete, or almost so, in themselves, and containing references to events or 
persons named in other papyri.

“ The first step towards the preparation of this volume was the formation of a 
collection of the Reptiles and Batrachians of Egypt. This was an absolute necessity, 
as these groups were evidently so poorly represented in the Museums of this country 
and in those of Europe, that it would have been impossible to have derived from them 
any just conception of the extent of these constituents of the Egyptian Fauna. More¬ 
over, in Great Britain, as on the Continent, it was a rare circumstance to find a 
specimen with any more definite locality assigned to it than ' Egypt,* ‘ Nubia,’ or the 
‘Sudan.’

The Papyrus of Ani, which was acquired by the Trustees of the British Museum 
in the year 1888, is the largest, the most perfect, the best preserved, and the best 
illuminated of all the papyri which date from the second half of the XVIIIth dynasty 
(about b.c. 1500 to 1400). Its rare vignettes and hymns, and chapters, and its des¬ 
criptive and introductory rubrics render it of unique importance for the study of the 
Book of the Dead, and it takes a high place among the authoritative texts of the Theban 
version of that remarkable work. Although it contains less than one-half of the 
chapters which are commonly assigned to that version, we may conclude that Ani’s 
exalted official position as Chancellor of the ecclesiastical revenues and endownments 
of Abydos and Thebes would have insured a selection of such chapters as would suffice 
for his spiritual welfare in the future life. We may therefore regard the Papyrus of 
Ani as typical of the funeral book in vogue among the Theban nobles of his time. 

The first edition of the facsimile of the papyrus was issued in 1890, and was 
accompanied by a valuable introduction by Mr. Le Page Renouf, then Keeper of the 
Department of Egyptian and Assyrian Antiquities. But, in order to satisfy a widely 
expressed demand for a translation of the text, the present volume has been prepared 
to be issued with the second edition of the facsimile. It contains the hieroglyphic 
text of the papyrus with interlinear transliteration and word for word translation, a full 
•description of the vignettes, and a running translation; and in the introduction an 
attempt has been made to illustrate from native Egyptian sources the religious views of 
the wonderful people who more than five thousand years ago proclaimed the resurrection 
of a spiritual body and the immortality of the soul.

The excution of the ornamentations for the ordinary garments of all classes and 
grades of pe< pie in the Indian Archipelago and more particularly of the native 
Javanese consists of a peculiar method of wax-colouring, by means of which curious 
and grotesque devices are traced on cotton and silken fabrics. This process has in the 
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coarse of centuries raised itself to a height of artistic perfection which excites the

No complete or in any way adequate translation, either in verse or prose, of the 
greatest of Persian lyrists has yet appeared; and this is somewhat remarkable, as 
Hafiz is considered, by those who are best qualified to judge, worthy to rank among 
the sovereign poets of the world. The reason is, however, sufficiently evident; it is 
the extreme difficulty of the task and the rarity of the peculiar qualifications requisite 
for the successful reproduction in English of so subtle and characteristic a work. Mr. 
John Payne, who is acknowledged to be without a rival in the art.of translation and 
who has been for some years engaged upon the undertaking, has completed a metrical 
version of the collected poems (or Divan) of the Shirazi master. It is believed that the 
great Persian poet, with his exquisite qualities of pathos, humour, fancy and tenderness, 
his bewitching lyrical grace and his bird-like sweetness of note, has only to be 
adequately presented to English lovers of poetry to become immediately and per¬ 
manently established in their affections; but, to this end, it is imperative that the 
method of presentation should be such as will preserve at once the savour and the 
substance, the matter and the manner of the original ; and Mr. Payne has accordingly 
endeavoured, by a system of metrical reproduction (similar to that which he has, with 
such brilliant success, employed in his “ Quatrains of Omar Kheyyam,”) representative 
of the exceedingly characteristic and varied scheme of rhyme and rhythm of the 
original, combined with the utmost possible fidelity in the matter of sense and diction, 
to present Hafiz to English readers in some sort as he may be supposed to have appeared 
to his own countrymen. Despite the colossal difficulties involved in the execution of 
this scheme, it is believed that the present translation will be found far more faithful 
than any other, whether in verse or prose, which has yet appeared in any European 
language, and that, notwithstanding the many remarkable successes already achieved 
by Mr. Payne, his version of “ The Poems of Hafiz ” will take rank as his masterpiece.

No single book can, within reasonable compass, adequately deal with all the 
Malayan dialects spoken in the Peninsula, in Sumatra, in Java, in the Moluccas, and in 
Borneo. The present work confines itself to the Malay of literature and to two great

ts well. Incidentally, however, many local peculiarities are recorded, and many words 
which have crept into the patois of towns such as Singapore and Penang fall naturally 
within the scope of this work. 

Quotations from every department of Malay literature have been used to illustrate 
the range and meaning of words and expressions. References to the book quoted are 
given so as to render it easy for the advanced student not only to see for himself how 
a word is used, but also where it is used, and to judge of its antiquity and of the class 
of literature in which it is found. Many Malay works have, of course, never been 
printed ; in such cases a reference is given to the name (generally well-known) of the 
work itself, while the original Manuscript copies used by the author have been 
presented to the University Library at Cambridge, where they are available for refer¬ 
ence by students. Advantage has been taken of the numerous proverbs and idiomatic 
sayings in use among natives, and though the Dictionary cannot be said to have 
exhausted this very interesting department of Malay research it will, it is hoped, be 
found to have dealt sufficiently with it. 

The work will contain besides the Dictionaiy proper a general introduction on the 
sources and history of the Malay language; appendices on its orthography and 
literature, and an index for the use of those to whom the Arabic character is 
unfamiliar. The preparation of this index and the adoption of a consistent system of 
Malay spelling should add to the usefulness of a book which is primarily intended to 
be a work of reference.

E. T. Rogers Bey, in his contributions to the subject, established beyond 
doubt that coats of arms and armorial bearings were introduced into Europe 
by the Crusaders in imitation of the practice of the Eastern princes whom 
they had encountered on the field of battle. The question remained, 
“ Whence did these Eastern princes derive the idea of thus blazoning them¬ 
selves ? ” This is the question that Yacoub Artin Pasha, in a work displaying 
wide research and keen discernment, has attempted to solve. 

In addition to the chapters dealing with this interesting inquiry, the 
work contains a detailed study of the charges commonly found on oriental 
armorial bearings and of the tribal marks used in branding animals, called by 
the author by their Arabic name “ wesm.” 

The book is the work of a scholar deeply versed in the literature, the 
folk-lore, and the customs of the East, and all interested in the origin and 
development of heraldry will find in it a veritable mine of information. 

No book displaying such a profound and conscientious study of the subject 
has hitherto appeared. 
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
